Mr. Martin may be technically 
correct in maintaining that membership 
in NORAD does not commit Canada to 
participate jn all aspects of the defence 
system. But could Canadian officers 
continue to play any meaningful role in 
an integrated system if the United States 
became increasingly dependent on ABM 
installations which were entirely on its 
own soil? 


ABM System 


Indeed, Canada would be vitally 
involved in the construction of any ABM 
system, no matter what decisions are 
taken in Ottawa. One component of the 
U.S, Nike-X system is the Sprint Missile 
which attacks enemy missiles which 
have eluded interception in space. 

This means there would be extensive 
fallout from the anti-missile defences, 
Much of this fallout’ would reach 
Canadian towns and cities, either 
descending on them directly from 
interceptions which took place overhead, 
or else blown to them by prevailing 
wir nds. 

Because of this fallout, an extensive 
shelter program is an essential part of 
any ABM system. If the United States 
deploys such a system, the Canadian 
Government would have to decide 
whether to launch its own costly shelter 
program, or face the charge that it was 
failing to protect its own citizens from 
fallout dangers. 


Full Airing 


It is disingenuous of Mr. Martin. to 
imply that the strong possibility that the 
United States will go ahead with an. ABM 
system poses no immediate problems for 


_Canada_and that we can renew the 


agreement on their limitation. 

While Defence Secretary Robert 
McNamara has been waging a rearguard 
resistance to prevent the United States 
from? following suit, China’s explosion of 
a hydrogen Bomb has made it much 
more likely that the Administration will 
yield to Congressional pressures, at least 
to the extent of deploying a “thin’’ ABM 
system around its major cities. 

Aside from political considerations, it 
would be almost impossible economically 
for ‘the Canadian Government to join in 
such a project. It is estimated that each 
ABM installation would cost about $250- 
million.

Defence Minister Paul Hellyer was 
more frank when ‘he told the House of 
Commons in June that the implications 
for Canada of the ABM system would be 
worthy of serious consideration. and that 
he would welcome a debate.

Johnson reaffirms the slogan 
of his own. book, Equality or 
Independence (of which large 
extracts appear in Le Figaro 
litteraire), adding the contra- 
dictory and remarkably un-

Wanted Control 


According to these observ- 
ers, the prime reason for Gen. 
de Gaulle’s  ill-humor ‘ was 
Ottawa’s stubborn © refusal, 
since about 1963, to sell ‘him 
uranium without control over 
its peaceful use. 

All the rhetoric about. “‘la 
francophonie,” - say. the 
sources, is ‘‘falklore’’ and 
window4dressing. Gen. de 
Gaulle, so. this. story goes, 
only got interested in French- 
Canadians when he thought he 
might use their resentments 
asa lever to pry a cheap, 
long-term uranium contract 
out of Ottawa — not just for 
his small, but growing, atomic 
strike forte, but to insure that 
France did not»miss ‘the boat 
on uranium as a domestic 
energy source as-it did with 
oil in the Ninteen Twenties. 

Both the Canard and the 
independent weekly Candide, 
which quotes a _ French- 
Canadian journalist, suggest 


that Gen. de Gaulle’s uranium 
power play included sending 
French secret agents (‘loaded 
with money,” says the 
Canard)’ ¢o infiltrate Quebec 
separatist movements. 

Although such activity is not 
untypical of Gaullist methods, 
this accusation” remains un- 
supported by any more reli- 
able evidence, { 

Gen. de Gaullé’s need for 
uranium. was somewhat 
lessened‘ a few days before his 
Canadian visit when France 
signed an: agreement. with 
Niger,. a ‘member of its 
French spé¢aking African 
clientele, allowing it to exploit 
Niger’s).newly_ discovered 
uranium. 

But Niger’s uranium will 
cost France much more than 
the Canadian product, And 
Gen. de Gaulle, sensitive to 
domestic. attacks on the ex- 
travagance of his atomic 
force and aware the Niger 
uranium might price atomic 
energy out of the French 
market as a source of elec- 
tricity, must have arrived in 
Canada with the . bitter 
uranium quarrel with Canada 
fresh in mind. 


But uranium, -while prob- 


ably. erucial, cannot, tell-the 
whole. -story of what one 
well-placed Canadian here has 
called a “‘eosmic misunder- 
standing” between Ottawa 
and Paris. On both sides, 
ignorance and tactlessness — 
abetted by unfortunate coin 
cidence — seem to have 
prepared a fertile terrain for 
the ‘‘Montrea) incident.” 

On the French side, ignor- 
ance of ‘the political, economic 
and social realities of Canada 
is astounding. 

Throughout the 
misapprehensions found in the 
highest French circles Was 
the belief that Canada is still, 


in some way, a British 
dependency. French Govern- 
ment spokesmen, exulted in

BETTER SCHOOLS FOR LESS MONEY 


Help_.is__on —the -way_.for 
besieged school boards, if only 
they will accept it. It comes 
from California, where, 
prodded and assisted by the 
Ford Foundation, 13 school 
districts “have developed a 
method to produce handsome 
school buildings more rapidly 
and economically by using 
modern, industrial technology. 

The six schools that have 
been built and the five more 
under construction are far 
from being identical pre- 
faricated buildings stamped 
out by cookie-cutters, They do 
not follow standard plans, a 
popular. but» hopelessly im- 
practical notion, 

The “S choo! Construction 
System Development Project, 
as this promising vénture is 
called,. simply got school 
people and the building in- 
dustry together and got them 
to rethink both essential edu- 
cational and essential .con- 
struction requirements. SCSD 
then asked the manufacturers 
to develop new building com- 
ponents that would allow 
great flexibility. In short, they 
used the much touted 
“systems” approach, 


Most Creative 


The resun, according to one 
California schoo! district 
superintendent, is “The most 
creative. approach to school 
building in 100°-years,”” An- 
other says: ‘We are getting 
flexibility in these schools that 
we never dreamed of.” 

Under the SCSD system, 
each school board still hires 
its own architects and uses 
local general contractors to 
build schools on the. basis of 
competitive bidding. The 
SCSD component manufac- 
turers become. subcontractors, 
as it. were, their component 
comprising about half the cost 
of the total building. 

The floor plan and the 
exterior walls, and thereby, of 
course, much of the appear- 
ance and character of the 
school, are entirely up to the 
school board and its architect. 
Yet there is ai  dedisive 
difference in. approach. 

In designing a school, as in 
most building, the architect 
starts practically frm 
scratch. He doesn’t quite have 
to invent the wheel all over 
again, but he does have to put 
it together spoke by spoke. 


Cutting and Fitting 


He finds his spokes in a 
catalogue offering thousands 
of building products from 
steel beams to door. knobs. 
But he will hardly find a 
demountable classroom par- 
tition, for instance, that a 
school board .¢an afford, And 
if he did, it stil would not fit 
the dimensions of his class- 
room. So there is a lot of 
cutting and fitting and making 
by hand. 

There are also, of course, 
countless regulations and 
restrictions, some essential 
and others plain silly, ‘which 
makes areltitecutre in general 
and school buildings in par- 
ticular even more expensive. 

Just think what an auto- 
mobile might cost if hundreds

of local building and safety: 
codes, 19 trade unions, five 
powerful mechanical associa- 
tions and ancient traditions 
required that part of every 
car be built on the spot in the 
owner’s garage and that all of 
it he assembled there by 


a catalogue. And if, on top of 
that, the designer were 
required to come up with an 
original product every time. 

That's just about the-way it 
is in building and probably 
will be for a long time. But 
SCSD did not try to break 
through these obstacles. In- 
stead, it patiently worked with 
everyone concerned — con- 
unions, architects, 
engineers and code enforce- 
ment agencies — to gain their 
confidence. 

They were willing to make 
concessions if everyone -else 
made some concessions. ‘‘It 
was like a game of musical 
chairs but without taking 
anyone’s chair away,” says 
Ezra Ehrenkrantz, the archi- 
tect who launched the project. 

In the end, Ehrenkrantz and 
his team, with the support of 
the Ford Foundation's Educa- 


tional ' Facilities Laboratéry, 
came up with a system of 
Structural steel components, 


an singenious ‘service sand- 
wich,” ceiling which includes 
lighting, heating and air con- 
ditioning, inner partitions, 
cabinets and lockers. 
Ebrenkrantz and his associ- 
ates did not design them in 
detail. They worked out what 
was needed, Stated ~- what 
problems had to be solved and 
left the solution to the manu- 
facturers. That is how the 
military andthe space ex- 
plorers get their hardware. 
The., structural frame, . con- 
sisting of steel columns and a 
unique orthotropic’ “trus's 
deck” which had béen used 
only for bridges, allows spans 
from 30 to 110 feet, which 
accommodates a gymnasium. 
Based on a 5-foot module, it 
can be put together into one, 
two or three-storey buildings 
of just about any shape. 
The “service sandwich” 
ceiling permits partitions to 
be moved at will without 
ehanging the mechanical 
equipment or the wiring and 
plumbing.. The partitions in- 
clude the usual fixed parti- 
tions, demountable partitions 
and accordion-folding parti- 
tions which the teacher can 
open and close to -suit his 
needs. 
All this combined is a long 
stride toward the changeable 


building for today’s rapidly 
changing education. “This 
allows me to experiment with 
team teaching without being 
committed to it for 40 years.” 
said one educator.” 

Another said: “‘A building 
open to change is opening the 
eyes of our teachers.” 


The first SCSD school, the” 


Fountain Valley High School 
for 3,000 students at Hunting- 
ton Beach, a fast-growing Los 
Angeles suburb, consists of 
one-storey buildings grouped 
around a large central court 
that contains an amphi- 
theatre. It is unusually hand- 
some with brick exteriors, a 
Snack bar terrace, a paved 
and fenced service yard, two 
swimming pools, an auditor- 
ium with a stage, separate 
buildings for student lockers 
away from classiooms, four 
tennis and four baseball 
courts, _ superior -classroom 
lighting and superior air con- 
ditioning which includés a five- 
year maintenance contract. 

Yet the. cost per square foot 
of building came to under $16 
compared to $18 to $20 for 
conventional high school build- 
ings. 


Not Spectacular 


This is nota spectaculer 
first-cost reduction. Just as 
the SCSD system only allows 
but cannot guarantee archi- 
tectural excellence that is

How long would it take to 
carve a usable trail out of the 
British Columbia wilderness 
over a 291-mile route? Edgar 
Dewdney could have told you. 


He was one of the first 
pioneers over the present 
route of the Hope-Princeton 
Highway and he built the trail 
that led from Byinceton to the 
East Kootenays so gold 
miners and their suppliers 
could penetrate to the riches 
of Wild Horse Creek, near 
Cranbrook. With 200 men, 
Chinese and whites and In- 
dians to pack and guide for 
them, he found it took four 
months. 


Dewdney was born in Devon 
in 1835 and was educated in 
England as a civil engineer. 
He came out to the -colonies 
with a letter of introduction to 
Governor James Dotglas who 
sent him to Col. R. C. Moody 
of the Royal Engineers who 
was—chief— commissioner —of 
lands and works for British 
Columbia. : 

Moody set Dewdney to work 
laying out New. Westminster. 
But Dewdney had an interest 
in exploration and he became 
a roadbuilder and pathmaker. 
The Indians. trusted him and 
he. learned their tongue and 
served for a time as Indian 
commisioner. 


After construction of the 
Cariboo Wagon Road was 
under way, Dewdney was 
appointed to make a. trail 
from Fort Hope to Simil- 
kameen. He completed it as 
far as the present site of 
Princeton. In 1864 when gold 
was found at Wild Horse 


Creek he expanded this trail to 
the East Kootenays in 1866 
He used oxen and pack horses 
and mules.

Experts 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—The 
social graces came to ant life 
100 million years ago, three 
insect biologists reported 
here. That's 40 million years 
earlier than the oldest social 
insects known to man. 


The evidence for this dis- 
covery was embedded-in a 
ehunk of amber found on a 
New Jersey beach by two 
amateur roek collectors, 
Edmund Frey and Mrs. Frey. 

Their find has electrified 
students of fiisect evolution 
who have long wondered how 
long it took ant society. to 
evolve. 

Biologists Edward 0, Wilson 
and Frank M. Carpenter of 
Harvard University and Wil- 
liam L. Brown Jt, of Cornell 
University, identified the 
ancient worker ant fossils in 
the Frey's amber, 

The oldest previously known 
social workers in the insect 
world go back about. 60 million 
years to the eocene period. 
Those ants can hardly be told 
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apart from contemporary 
ants. 

e 
They build complex nests 


staffed by workers and sol- 
diers and queens, They farm 
their own fungus. The social 
ants, in fact, are_said by 
insect experts to be equipped 
to dominate much of the 
world of living things, 

The three researchers say 
in an artiche published by 
Science Magazine that the two 
ants probably evolved from an 
asocial wasp, the so-called 
tiphiid. type, which is similar 
to the méethocha wasp that 
inhabits New England. The 
newly-discovered insects have 
wasp-like heads and ant-like 
bodies. 

The wasp-like heads on the 
worker ants was like nothing 
the three biologists expected. 
They thought the first thing to 
evolve would be the man- 


dibles, or jawlike grippers 
with which ants grasp 
enemies and carry their 
young. 


In .human evolution man’s 
ancestors first developed the 
ability to stand up, then the 
use of nimble hands. and 
finally, - enlargement of — the 
brain, 

Since the mandible is so 
important to the ant, the 
iologists surmised it would 

the first organ to evolve, 

Brown, Wilson and Car- 
penter ‘concluded that the 
primitive worker ants were 
only @ little way off the wasp 

tree.

UN Seat 
For Red

UNITED NATIONS (AP)— 
The annyal campaign to seat 
Communist China in the United 
Nations has not even started 
yet, and its failure is being 
predicted already. 


Communist sources said Sec- 


retary - General U Thant.would 
get a request from some non- 
aligned and Communist coun- 
tries this week that the General 
Assembly convening Sept. 19 
should take up an item. titled 
Restoration of the Lawful 
Rights of the People’s Republic 
of China in the United Nations. 

Debate on that subject in 


-. recent years has ended with the 


defeat of a résolution aimed to 
recognize Peking representa- 
tives as “the only lawful repre- 
sentatives of China to the 
United Nations” and fo oust the 
Chinese Nationalists from all 


_UN bodies, 


Pro-Nationalist diplomats 
forecast that it will be voted 
down by about the same margin 
as last year. 

The margin against the reso- 
lution at that time was 57 to 46, 
with seven abstentions. That 
was much better for the Nation- 
alist side than. the -year before, 
when a similar resolution failed

tions. The assembly has ruled 
|that a two-thirds vote is needed, 
to make a change. | 

The United States, a strong 
supporter of Nationalist China, | 
has angered the Arabs by tak-| 
ing what*the Arabs seid was a 
pro-Israeli stand during -and| 
after the Israeli-Arab war of| 
last June. China itself has| 
Shocked friends and enemies} 
alike with the riots of Red| 
Guards inside China and out. | 

But indications are that nei-| 
ther factor will count for much} 
in the voting here. 

An exception is Canada, At} 
the last session Canada favored 
|representation of both Chinas in 
the UN as an interim measure. 

But Prime Minister Pearson 
said recently Canada would not 
Support the Communists’ entry 
this year. He said there was 
something approaching ‘chaos 
and anarchy in China.” 

Analysis shows that how a 
country votes on the China-seat- 
ing issue depends not so much 
on how ‘Peking behaves as on 
which Chinese government it 
recognizes, which is the more 
Persuasive in lobbying for its 
vote and what its traditional 
position is on the issue.
